HOW LONDON GETS MILK 


So much milk is sent up to London 
ai 1 the pricé {s so high that poor peo- 
ple in country d.stricts have simply 
to go without it, was the startling 
statement made by Lady Meyer at the 
conference of the National Food Re- 
form Association the other day. 

But it is .ot so surprisir®: after all 
when we remember What a mighty 
volume of milk the people of the nie- 
tropolis consume every year about 
112,000,000 gallons for which they pay 
annually about five million ‘pounds. 
There is no city of magnitude in the 
world that can compete against Lon- 
don with its milk supply. 

About fifty years ago the milk that 
was consumed in London mostly came 
}from distri.ts within the metropolitan 

area. But foot and mouth disease 
| broke out among the cows, and it was 
‘then that London experienced a real 
|inilk famine. Jt Was at this time that 
la farseeing man—Sir George Barham 
—thought of getting milk from the 
| healthy cows in ‘Wilts and Hants, 

| London's greatest supply of milk 
‘comes from Wilts, but large quahti- 


+ties come also from Derbyshire, Staf- 


;fordshire, Berkshire, Buckingham- 
| shire, Hampshire and Surrey. Milk 
| has come to London even from Wales, 
i Ireland and Penzance, and in a few 
| instances from Scotland. - The follow- 
ing igures represent approximately 
jthe number of churns. which are 
| brought by different railways to Lon- 
;}don every year (each churn contains 
jabout 14 gallons of milk): Great 
| Western Railway, 1,200,000. churns; 
/Great - Northern Railway, , 400,000 
{ehurns; Midland Railway, 341,000 
j.churns; London and Brighton Railway 
| 255,000 churns.

any feyy vp of British A calgon 

‘e clever, ingenious, br peop! 
who throngh no fauit of their own as 
down on their luok, homeless and 
friendless. a ah cf these are old, In- 
firm, crippled, blind, deaf, or afflicted 
in. some way or other. But where 
there's a will there's a way, and the 
ingenious man will generally find scope 
for his ingenuity even in a workhouse. 
A man in West Bromwich workhouse 
makes dainty hatpin stands, eto. from’ 
bones. . His only tool. is a penknife; 
his other accessories are sandpaper, 
glue and scraps of velvet. The bones 
are washed perfectly clean ard after 
being cut the requisite size an¢ shape 
they are rubbed and polished till they 
become as smooth and bright as ivory. 
At Wolveruampton workhouse a 
helpless. cripple—except. + with . his 
hands—made a beaut ful b<d-spread. 
It Was composed of small sqtares of 
linen. The man designed the pattern 
for each square, no two alike, and 
then embroidered them. with blue 
thre. The finished artich was val- 
ued at $26. 

‘Three inmates of Chester workhouse 
one an imbecile, completed a hand- 
some pulpjt for the workhoure church, 
It is worth $400, althought the cost.of 
the material was an insignificant sum; 
» A pauper at Rockford’ workhouse 

carved a splendid: biptismal font from 
a solid block cf Bath stone. 
Kensington workhouse contains a 
number of ofl palitings’ which were 
executed by one of the inmates. 
Among them is an éxcellent copy: of 
Reubens’ Descent fro. tle Cross; al- 
so portraits of the royal family. 

An ex-member of the Scottisl. Acad- 
emy was for some time an inmate of 
Carlisle workhouve. While there he 
painted several landscapes which now 
brighten the walls of the workhouse 
hospital, 

“ The Wirrall guardians had a most 
troublesome inmate until he turned 
his attention to wood carving. Among 
other. things he made an exquisitely 
earved and polished oak tray. An- 
other man in the same workhouse 
made a salt-cellar from a salmon tin 
and a piece of Lroken glass, and an 
artistic flower vase out of c.soda wa- 
ter bottle and bent ironwork. 7 

Many clever musicians find their 
way to the workhouse. For several 
years am inmate of the Dudley work- 
house played the organ at all the ser- 
vices held there. k 

In Chelsea workhouse there used to 
be a paupers’ newspaper called The 
Searchlight. It was in-the form of 
four closely written. pages of fool- 
cap 

- Ernest Stockdale, a blind inmate of 
Windsor workhouse, was paid $15 by 
a London publisher for ten hymns he 
had writ on, —_. 

An inmate of Newington workhouse 
certainly had an eye for business. Af- 
ter residing there six years he suc- 
ceeded in accumulating $42, being 
made up'of pennies which he earned 
by writing letters for other inmates, 
tre charge being one penny a letter. 

uite recently a clever sculptor was 
discévered inthe Sout.wark work- 
house. He’ made a five-foot lectern 
for use in’ the workhcuse chapel, Al 
though made of rough yellow deal full 
ot knots and cracks, it is a splendid 
piece of work. It, {s surmounted by 
an éagle with outstretched pinions. 
The bird revolveson @ carved pedes-}' 
tal. The panels of the pedestal are 
works of art in themselv s.. One de- 
‘picts an angel arising from the ground 
‘with a child, another an ancel pointi g 
heavenward. The same man also 
fashioned quite a number of small ani- 
mals which he colored and stained in 
close imitation of the natural objects, 
and he is very clever with crayons, 
for he drew a peacock on one of the 
walls, every feather of which is beau- 
tifully colored with surprising natural- 
ness.

Care of Hands in Summer. 


- The bunds in sumer, if they are to 
be kept soft, white and smooth, re ° 
‘quire almost es wuch care and atten- 


tion as. during the colder months. for 
the-sun and bot air buve a most dry- 
ing effect on the skin, making It, bard 
looking and wrinkled. Few women 
realize that it Is almost as easy to tell 
thé age by the bands as the face. al- 
though some hands have been #0 
neglected by their, owners that they 
look old long before they should, and 
the same may be said of some fires. 

Never judge a woman's age either 
by her bands or her face, for ‘beth 
are so largely influenced by the trezt- 
ment they have, reecived in the pust 
that it is never quite fair to do so, 
Hands do not age and wrinkle in a 
day or a week. The process is so 
gradual that it is not noticed till the 
owner of a pair of aged hands sud- 
denly awakens to the fuet that, whut- 
ever may be sald to the contrary by 
kind and indulgent friends, ber hands 
.stamp her as past forty, although ber 
face may not, look thirty. 

To keep your hands in really good 
condition during the summer you must 
feed them by giving them a liberal 
supply of of] or cream every night. 

For this you may‘ use cocoa butter, 
pure almond oil, mixed with 1 tittle 
fine oatmeal, or a paste mode from the 
yolks of two eggs, a tablespoonful of 


. pure almond oll, one of honey and-a 


teaspoonful of simple‘ tincture of ben- 
goin. Mix all these together, benting 
the yolks of the eggs first. then stirring 
the honey, then the oil and lastly the 
benzoin. Beat to a cream, sméar over 
the hands, then slip on a pair of old 
chamois leather gloves with holes cut 
in the palms and Wear them all night. 

Once a week fs sufficient for this 
treatment when the hands are In falrly 
good condition, but when they tmve 
been ‘much neglected It should be 
given every night for two or three 
weeks till they are soft.and smooth; 
then the weekly treatment- will be 
ample to’ keep them nice and youthful 
looking. ° 

Hands which turn red and appear 
swollen in hot weather should be 
washed. in warm water.(never cold), 
and a few drops of liquid aminonia 
should be added to the water. After 
washing they should be dusted with 


“starch, and all gloves should be quite 
loose fitting. . 
Many women suffer with: mojst, 


clammy hands during summer, and 
nothing is more uncomfortable or mere 

to gloves, which become 
stained and spoiled with one wearing. 
To remedy this, sponge the hands after | 
washing in warm water witb a totion 
made by mixing one part eau de 
cologne with two parts rosewater and 
dust with boric, acid powder mixed 
with half its quantity of starch.- Brush 
the powder off and the hands will feel 
dry and fresb. 

When choosing gloves for summer 
wear choose a size which will be too ° 
large rather than too small. Squeeziug 
the hands In tight gloves makes them 
look larger rather than smaller and 
causes them'to become swollen and 
red, ns it tmpedes the’ proper circuia- 
tion. Before putting on the gloves 
dust a little boric powder into the 
fingers and palms, as this not only 
makes them slip on more easily. but 
keeps the hands dry and cool.
